THE GERMANS AND THEIR PRISONERS. 


Melancholy stories continue to come from all quarters aa to tho 
conditions of those luckless goldiera of the Allies who have been 
token prisoner by our calturad fos. Qne of the most recent is that 
published in the New York World by Mr. Jobn Burke, an American 
subject who was himself incarcerated for several weeke at Langen- 
salzs, Thia gentleman tells much the same stcry oa others, regard- 
ing the Germans’ singling cut the Britishers among their prisoners 
for special ill treatment. ‘‘ The eapecial objecta of German hatred 
and brutality were necessarily the British; at all timea they were 
kicked ond maltreated,” is one of his statements; and he procoeds 
to instance the cage of a Lileguardeman, 6 well-known heavy-waight 
boxer, who was thrashed by German soldiers with the stocks of 
their rifles, fcr no other reason then ono of spite. Other cases sro 
quoted wherein men have been literally kicked to doath by those 
children of world-culture, Even the solace of tobacco has been 
denied to prisoners, “'Ifan offender waa caught smokiog he was 
ponched or strack across the f.03 and body, and thon made eithor 
to atand outside the door or was tied to o post for two hours. 
Ponishment by tying men to poata ia the open, with the thermome- 
ter near zero, waa practised for asveral trifling offences.” 

Sach irestment of men temporarily but sil too ccmpletely in 
their powor shows at once the notions of bonopr among which the 
German soldiera must have grown up. Malevolence, we know, 
exists among every olass and in evory race, and if these ware isolated 
oases it would bechildich to draw attention tathem. But hundreds 
of statements have gone to show that the British priconeca have 
been picked out for particular ill treatment, and that these horrible 
practices have been widusproad. From the Germans’ conduct in 
the battlefield or in towns and villages which thoy have captared, it 
ig easy to gathor what their behavicur would be when thoy saw 
Britishora in their own prisons or camps in Germany. 

Of course a great deal—a very great deal—has been anid in the 
Ilome press on the eabject, but aven now one doubts if it has boon 
sufficiently ineieted epon. If so, why are there men at Home who 
still refuse to volunteer? There must surely be some in England 
who do not yet know that their brothers, cousins, fathera, or friends 
srd-being subj:oted to the vilost tortures that these Germsn carscan 
devise. At the end of May it was offictslly estimated that the Ger- 

mana held 180,000 Fregoh prisoners, 90 G00 British, 15,000 Belgian 
and (the Germans and ‘Auatriana between them) 850,000 Russian. 
Since thec-¢ho numbers hove, of cour e, vary materially increased. 
And these mon (including 90,000 of our own countrymen !) have no 
hope of boing released-till we end:the war, Some will nevor be seen 
again, for they have died of the brutalities accorded to them. More- 
oor, the nearer we come to final viotory the harder the lot of these 
prizonera, for, aa food anppliea ran short among the Germans, it will 
naturally be their enemies who will have to saffer hunger frat. The 
condition of these hapless ones ought never to be out of our minds ; ' 
: and, next to it, ought to be the resolation that they sball be liberated 
* “omen anithont further deley and that their wroege shell bo ayonged aa
